A Corean quartermaster, speaking Ghinese, 
Japanese, Russian, and English, presided aver 
the work, and was yo-betiwween for every sort 
of proceeding, niaintain:ng his impertubable 
Corean calm while all sorts of heathens and 
barbarians raged around him. First, some 
booted Cossacks in belted white blouses 
clambered up the gangway, one with boxes of 
cigarettes to sell, which he produced froma 
grimy pillow case. He disposed of them at 
Iss than cost price, while a colleague sold a 
silver-watch, another a pair of boots, and” the 
three departed. r 

STOLEN PROPERTY, 

“They are stolen, of course, you know,” said 
a ship's officer. 

*§ But how dare they come in uniform in broad 
daylight, and sell them? Why don't you 
inform the police?” 

“Ah! we cannot assist in conducting the 
Russian Government you know, They must 
watch and punish their own people. ‘There 
are tide-writers of the Custom House on board, 
every package and person on the ship is under 
surveillance; so why dothey not stop this thing 
Wf they wish to? Every time we come here, 
every time any foreign ship comes here, there 
are Soldiers on board peddling things tn this 
same way. Let the Cossicks catch the 
Cossacks.” . 

The early part of October was an anxious time 
for this town, Port Arthur. « Octoher 8 was ap- 
proaching—the day set for Russia’s evacuation 
of Manchuria or war. Neither came, but on 
hat day and for tnany days: afer there was war 
talk and war scare in allthe Far East. In his 
quality ofabsolute rulerof East Russia, Viceroy 
Alexieff had summoned Baron de Rosen, the 
Russian Minister at Tokio, to him, the envay 
being peremptorily called from his dinner table 
as it were to rush by fast trains to Nagasaki 
and there embark in a Russian cruiser, 

In a few days Baron de Rosen was speeding 
back to Tokio at the same express speed, and 
special trains and private cars brought officers 
down from Mukden and farthest Manchuria to 
be closeted in the palace about the dry dock, 

Each day brought its rumours—one from 
Chefoo that a first naval battle had been fought 
off the suuth coast of Corea, and another 
tumour thata land batile had heen fought at 
Yongampho, in Corea, where the Russians 
have been conducting a long drawn game, 
ending in the bold construction of a fort. 

INSULTING JAVANESE, 
The insolence with which they treat the 


intensified in the manners of the shopkeepers 
intown, Inabook-store, where many of the 
ship's passengers were purchasing Port Arthur's 
picture postcards, the tallow faced clerk, who 
spoke all languages, was cringing servility to 
Americans and contempiuous brusquerie to a 
party of Japanese gentlemen, 

“This 1s Manchuria, you see,” said this 
clerk, holding up a yellow card embossed with 
the double-headed eagle of Russia above a fat 
dragon. “Eagle on top of dragon, Soon there 
will be the cagle on top of two ‘dragons,” and 
he nodded his head towards the Japanese 
customers, Colour mounted in each Japanese 
countenance, and lips were drawn in silence, 
but no other sign, no intimation, came from 
them that they had heard the boast, 

In January 1895, Port Arthur was captured 
by the Japanese, and for a few months held 
by them, pending the payment of the war 
indemnity.
